Tommy, a doberman 
pinscher, is thriving and 
was in good spirits Monday 
after he was recovered from 
a wooded area when he 
was left for dead more than 
a week ago. 

Fort Erie resident Thomas 
McCleary was visiting his 
friends at a Thompson Rd. 
home on Nov. 15 when he 
heard a dog yelping loud¬ 
ly- 

"I heard the dog barking 
and I thought something 
wasn't right," he said. 

WhenMcCleary searched 
out where the noise was 
coming from, he found the 
pooch about a hundred 
metres into the brush 
beside the Rio Vista Golf 
Course. 

"He has a great personal¬ 
ity and he had no problem 
with us picking him up," 
McCleary said of the dog. 

The dog was taken to the 
Fort Erie SPCA and received 
surgery to repair a hip frac¬ 
ture, said SPCA assistant 
manager Robyn Voice.

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Province backs grant for new south Niagara hospital 


> Health minister 
Deb Matthews 
said Liberals 
support

For the first time in 14 
months, the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment appears closer 
than ever to approving a 


south Niagara hospital. 

"Our government is pre¬ 
pared to take the next step 
in the form of a planning 
grant so that the best health 
care will be delivered in 
Niagara going forward,” 
Health Minister Deb 
Matthews said Monday. 

"We are on track to 
announce more details in 
the coming weeks.” 

In September, Niagara 
Health System supervisor 
Kevin Smith recommended 
the province endorse a 
hospital near Lyons Creek 
and Montrose Rds. to 
replace aging sites in 


Niagara Falls, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Fort Erie, Welland 
and Port Colborne. 

“Dr. Smith has built a 
strong case for a new hos¬ 
pital in south Niagara and 
there is growing local sup¬ 
port for his proposal,” said 
Matthews. "We continue to 
review (the) NHS' proposal 
very carefully." 

Smith said he’s pleased 
Matthews will provide a 
grant. 

“In my view, based on 
the economics and clinical 
need, the south site is a 
when and not an if.” 

He said the NDP’s idea to 


build a south Niagara hos¬ 
pital and keep existing sites 
open would defeat the pur¬ 
pose of what the NHS is 
trying to do — consolidate 
its activity and staff. 

Matthews’ statement 
comes after Ontario 
Progressive Conservative 
Leader Tim Hudak called 
on the minority govern¬ 
ment to approve a grant 
allowing local authorities 
to move forward in build¬ 
ing a south Niagara hospi¬ 
tal. 

The grant would provide 
the NHS with financing to 
develop a preliminary cap¬ 


ital plan to identify core 
services and programs, and 
outline governance of the 
new organization within 
the hospital. The next step 
would be a capital plan¬ 
ning grant to finalize plans 
before construction 

Hudak said that was the 
criteria for the proposed 
Windsor mega hospital, 
which received a $2.5 mil¬ 
lion planning grant in 
January to consolidate two 

He was skeptical of 
Matthews' statement. 

"I think I know this par¬ 


ticular card trick,” said 
Hudak. “They will find a 
candidate who will miracu¬ 
lously convince minister 
Matthews of the benefits of 
the south Niagara hospital, 
but nobody believes the 
Liberals are sincere.” 

Hudak said the NDP is 
reckless by offering an 
unrealistic proposal to 
build a hospital and keep 
existing sites open.

Bay Beach condo shouldn't be on council agenda

The Bay Beach condo¬ 
minium development was 
up for discussion again dur¬ 
ing this week's council 
meeting. 

After renegotiating the 
Molinaros' contract in 
closed session for several 
weeks, town council brought 
their discussion regarding 
the Bay Beach condos out 
into the open on Monday 


Although none of the 
details from previous closed 
session meetings were made 
available to the public, 
council discussed another 
twist in the long talked about 
Molinaro development. The 
Molinaros asked council to 
consider an extension from 
the town. 

The new deadline—lune 
2015—would give the 
Molinaros an 18-month 
period to sell more condo 

Interim chief administra¬ 
tive officer Rick Brady said 
the Molinaros were expect¬ 
ed to sell at least 45 units as 
part of the contract. The 
clause was added by condo 
developers to give them a 
risk-free date which would 
allow them to leave the pro] - 
ect behind without any risks 


or consequences of doing 

Of the condominium 
project's 67 units, only 16 
have been sold, developer 
Vince Molinaro told me two 
weeks ago. 

After a heated discus¬ 
sion, councillors voted 4-3, 
and denied an extension for 
the Bay Beach condo. 

After the Molinaros failed 
to meet a specific term of 
purchase and sale agree¬ 
ment with the Town of Fort 
Erie, there isn't much time 
left for the developers to sell 
units in the development. 

The Molinaros must sell 
45 units by Tuesday, Dec. 
31. 

During the council meet¬ 
ing Monday night, Mayor 
Doug Martin said he thought 
the way town council has 
treated the Molinaros was 


abysmal. 

He said anytime you 
hang such a dark cloud over 
a development, it will have 
an impact on sales. I agree 
with what he said. 

There has been talk about 
this condo for years. 

It's been far too long that 
this development has been 
debated at council meetings 
if you ask me. 

I understand both points 
of view. A condominium, 
the first of its kind in Fort 
Erie will create a lot of 
change. 

Some feel it will impact 
the area in a negative way, 
while others feel it will bring 
in jobs to the town. 

Whether you agree with 
the development coming to 
Fort Erie, or not, it's time to 
say enough already. 

There has been appeal 


after appeal with the Ontario 
Municipal Board and it has 
appeared before council 
numerous times. 

Often the development 
has been referred to as con¬ 
troversial but at this point I 
don't think it is. 

My concern is about what 
council's decision from 
Monday night says to poten¬ 
tial developers looking to 
bring projects to the area. 

If I were to bring industry 
to Fort Erie, I am not sure I 
would want to based on how 
long this condominium 
project has been held up. 

Fort Erie has larger prob¬ 
lems to deal with than one 
development. 

This town needs its coun¬ 
cil to focus on other projects 
that need attention. 

There is a vast popula¬ 
tion of residents out of work 


and any developer willing to 
bring in employment oppor¬ 
tunities should be wel- 

New industry could cer¬ 
tainly spruce up larvis Street 
which is in need of a revital¬ 
ization. 

Then there are other 
issues that need to be dealt 
with such as the Kinsmen 
Pool. 

As it sits now, the pool is 
left to decay and there is 
nothing for the youth of Fort 
Erie in that end of town to 
occupy their time during the 
summer months except for 
the library. 

Fort Erie needs to shed 
light on other projects that 
will help it grow and become 
a more vibrant community.

Life as a medical journalist is educational 



“Have you ever thought 
you’d like to be a journalist?" 

Well, here’s the good and 
the bad. 

First, I was well trained at 
The Harvard Medical School, 
but as a journalist I've had an 

rience searching for informa- 
tionlwouldnever have sought 
before, on all sorts of topics. 

The bad? 

The profession requires 
responsibility, discipline, thick 
skin and recurring deadlines. 

So I’ve written about the 
experience in a book titled, 
"What I Learned as a Medical 
Journalist.’’ 

I quickly learned that 
hypocrisy and distortion of 
the truth can affect doctors 
and humanitarian organiza¬ 
tions. Years ago I urged the 
government to legalize heroin 
to ease the agony of terminal 
cancer patients. 

I won the batde with great 
difficulty but lost the war. 


Bureaucrats put asinine, 
inhumane restrictions on its 
use. Their decision was a 
disastrous error, and those 
responsible should rot in hell 
for the untold suffering they 
have caused terminal cancer 
patients. 

As a medical journalist I 
quickly became convinced 
that Pogo was right when he 
remarked, "We have identified 
the enemy and the enemy is 

How disastrous it is that 
every 40 seconds a new case of 
diabetes is diagnosed in North 
America and every 37 seconds 
someone dies of coronary 
attack! 

But the Korean War had 
already shown what was hap¬ 
pening when autopsies 
revealed that 77 percent of 
U.S. soldiers, with an average 
age of 22, had significant coro¬ 
nary disease. One percent of 
the enemy had it North 
Americans were obviously 
doing something terribly 
wrong. 

Without the research for 
my column I’m sure I would 
have been convinced that 
cholesterol was the culprit in 
cardiac deaths, and that cho- 
lesterol-loweringdrugs(CLDs) 
were the only answer. 

Now, I’m convinced that 
CLDs represent an unmitigat¬ 
ed disaster of unparalleled 
proportions, the greatest med¬ 
ical hoax ever committed by 
pharmaceutical companies. 


I’ve witnessed North 
Americans becoming the 
most over-drugged society in 
history. Now, a well patient is 
someone who hasn’t seen 
enough doctors or had a bar¬ 
rage of tests done. This over- 
treatment carries a heavy price 
tag. 

For instance, it’s ironic that 
every year 100,000 North 
Americans die from prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, the ones that were 
supposed to cure them. 

Add on another 700,000 
that are admitted to an emer¬ 
gency room due to unintend¬ 
ed drug reactions. 

Yet to my knowledge no 
dead bodies result from natu¬ 
ral remedies. Without being a 
journalist I might never have 
tried natural remedies before 
resorting to prescription med¬ 
ication. 

My book covers a variety of 
these issues, for instance, the 
myths of cholesterol that lead 
so many people astray. 

It vividly illustrates that “ 
It’s not the things you don’t 
know that get you into trouble, 
it’s the things you know for 
sure that ain’t so.” 

Over the last 37 years, as a 
doctor and journalist, I’ve 
learned that practicing medi¬ 
cine can be a grim affair. 

This is why I believe it's 
vital to keep a sense ofhumour 
in our stress laden society. So 
the last chapter of my book 
covers a number of humorous 
topics, as I’ve never known 


anyone to die from laughter. 

The book explains why I 
believe there should be a pub 
in every hospital. How I dis¬ 
covered the most embarrass¬ 
ing sexual injury. How many 
of us could pass the fighter 
pilot test. And why I might 
never have been a journalist if 
I hadn't married a smart 
woman. 

But my most important 
learning experience? 

It was interviewing Dr. 
Linus Pauling who told me 
animals make vitamin C and 
humans lost this ability eons 
ago. And why this was respon¬ 
sible for the epidemic of coro- 


Later, Dr. Sydney Bush 
proved that high concentra¬ 
tions of vitamin C and 
lysine,can prevent and reverse 
coronary artery and other 
arterial blockages. 

It’s catastrophic that this 
revolutionary research is 
ignored by cardiologists when 
this natural remedy is for the 
asking in Health Food Stores 
and can save countless lives 
from the number one killer. 

Adding it all up, journalism 
was an unexpected career and 
one hell of a ride. So my thanks 
to Lady Luck that I didn't miss 
this experience. “What I 
Learned as a medical 
Journalist” is available in 
health food stores.

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Council to consider future use of Rose Seaton School

The Town of Fort Erie 
wants to see former Rose 
Seaton Elementary School 
put to good use. 

An open house was held 
Wednesday at town hall for 
the public to come forward 
to get a glance at Ideas for 
the future use of property. 
About 20 people attended 
and shared their input with 
town staff, said Ward 1 
Coun. Stephen Passero. 

Rose Seaton, along with 
Fort Erie Elementary 
School, closed in June as a 
result of an accommoda- 

The District School 
Board of Niagara owns the 
property and the town is 
looking at rezoning it to 
make it more attractive to 
potential buyers. 

“We hope to rezone it to 
make it more marketable 
and make the sale quicker. 
The last thing we want to 
see is a vacant property sit- 


"Right now, the property 
is zoned for institutional 
uses which offers a limited 
list of uses for the proper¬ 
ty," Passero added. 

“We’re looking for pro¬ 
posed ideas for rezoning 
the structure that would 
allow more uses to be done 
on the site than is currently 
available.” 

Passero said leaving the 
land vacant is not ideal as 
it could lead to loitering 
and graffiti. 

“The quicker we can find 
someone to take hold of 
the property, the better it is 
for everyone." 

"We heard a lot of differ¬ 
ence of opinions which

Housing plan passes 


Niagara Region's hous¬ 
ing plan for the next 
decade has left some 
housing advocates hope¬ 
ful for change. 

The region celebrat¬ 
ed National Housing Day 
last Friday, a day after 
regional council 

approved a 10-year plan 
for affordable housing. 
The hefty report focuses 
on tackling homeless¬ 
ness in the community in 
the face of a dramatic 
public housing shortage. 

"I think the thing that 
excites me most about it 
is this is now a focal 


point," said 

YWCANiagara executive 
director Elisabeth 

Zimmermann. "We rec¬ 
ognize it as a community 
need and it's something 
that should be happen¬ 
ing. 

"My hope is it 
becomes a priority, from 
a council and a commu¬ 
nity perspective." 

The new plan comes 
with Niagara Region fac¬ 
ing a massive social 
housing crunch. 

More than 11,000 
people are waiting for 
affordable housing, said 


Niagara Regional 
Housing executive direc¬ 
tor Lora Beckwith. 

"We have about 8,000 
units, but if you do that 
comparison, it doesn't 
come through. People 
have to move out before 
people can move in," she 

The document lays 
out four goals— housing 
the homeless, helping 
people retain their home, 
increasing housing 
options and building 
housing system capacity- 
-along with a series of 
steps towards them.

It's hard to imagine what 
it’s like for a woman to leave 
her home with nothing but 
the clothes on her back. 

But it is a reality for women 
in the Niagara region and 
Crystal Beach resident 
Alison Earl would like to 
help them. 

As the holiday season 
nears, Earl hopes to make 
the season a little brighter 
for women living in shelters. 
Earl is organizing a collec¬ 
tion of shoe boxes filled with 
a variety of items such as 
mitts, hats, scarves, choco¬ 
lates, makeup, soap, hair¬ 
brushes, and phone cards. 
The fundraiser is part of the 
Shoebox Project, which is a 
non-profit initiative that col¬ 
lects small gifts and gives 
them to women living in 
shelters. 

“This is the first time this 
(initiative) has been done in 
Niagara,” Earl said. 

"It started in 2011 with 
(former Canadian prime 
minister) Brian Mulroney’s 
daughter and three daugh- 
ters-in-law.

THE BIRTH CONTROL PILL 

The birth control pill is one of the most commonly used medications. However, there 
still remain some misconceptions about the pill. 

There are a number of different types of pills. They all conlain the same type of estrogen. 
Newer pills have less estrogen than older pills. Newer pills are effective in preventing 


The lower dose pills may be less effective if one pill is missed. If an individual goes 
for longer than seven days in a pill free interval that is when they are at most risk of 
pregnancy. This means it is very important to take the last pill and the first pill of a cycle. 
There are some recommendations that a pill with a higher dose of estrogen should be 
used in women weighing over 154 pounds for increased effectiveness. 

Pills differ in the type of progesterone they contain. Some pills are particularly effective 
for improving acne. DIANE 35 is used to treat moderate to severe acne. YAZ is used for 
mild to moderate acne. There may be a very small increased risk of forming a clot on 
these pills, and so pills such as ALESSE and MARVELON can be tried first. 

Some pills are monophasic, meaning they have constant levels of estrogen and 
progesterone. Others have changing levels of progesterone. Both types of pills are 
effective, the only difficulty with a triphasic pill is that it is not ideal to be taken without a 
pill free interval. If an individual wants to take their pills back to back to avoid a period, 
they may still get a period with the triphasic pill.

opened? 

A: It first started on 
Jarvis St. and it was 
crammed with three 
desks and wall dividers. 
There was no privacy 
but we didn’t worry 
about it because we 
were too busy. 

Q: When did COPE 
move from Jarvis St, to 

Dufferin St.? 

A: It eventually moved 
to Courtwright St 
where we had a lot 
more space. Later we 
moved to this building 
on Dufferin St I can’t 
remember when it hap¬ 
pened but it’s perfect 
here for us. We have all 
the space we need for 
offices, the food pantry 
and it’s a perfect loca¬ 
tion for our clients. 

Q: COPE operates in a 
residential neighbour¬ 
hood. Is it difficult to 
run a food bank in a 
residential area? 

A: We’re thankful that 
our neighbours have 
embraced us. One of 
our neighbours also 
helps us by cutting the 
grass. Our neighbours 
are something we defi¬ 


nitely don’t take for granted. 

Q: How would you describe 
COPE to someone who didn’t 
know about the organization? 
A: We’re a grass roots organi¬ 
zation with down-to-earth 
people trying to make a differ¬ 
ence in the lives of people. All 
we want to do is keep our doors 
open and provide people in 
need with help. We couldn’t do 
this on our own without the 
community. 

Q: How does the food bank 
operate? 

A: There is no point system. 
People have to show us verifi¬ 
cation of household income 
and how many people live 
there. Staff put together a list of 
items and fill a box. It’s worked 
well for 30 years. 

Q: What kinds of items do you 
put in a box and give to a fam¬ 
ily or an individual in need? 

A: It depends on the person’s 
needs. We get to know our cli¬ 
ents and we are very responsi¬ 
ble and get to know the com¬ 
munity as a whole. 

Q: How diffi cult is it to run a 
food bank in a community in 
which many of its residents are 
feeing economic struggles? 

A: The first word that comes to 
mind is challenge. People 


come to us for help whether 
we provide it through COPE or 
through another agency. 
People come to use when they 
don’t know where to go and we 
try to help steer them in the 
right direction. 

Q: Is there ever a time when 
COPE isn’t able to provide 
assistance. 

A: Admittedly, we don’t have 
answers for everything but we 
try to do our best to help. 

Q: What surprises you the most 
about your work? 

A: During our penny drive, our 
goal was to raise one million 
pennies from July 2013 to 2013. 
People thought it was a pipe 
dream but we did it and people 
are still bringing pennies in.
